On page 9 of Applicant's remarks filed 3/16/2006, Applicant essentially argues that the Hind reference does not disclose "selecting a 
plurality of included filters from a plurality of filters for inclusion in the conversion pipeline configuration, based at least in part on individual 
filter functionalities associated with the Included filters." However, when broadly interpreting such claim limitations, the reference appears 
to apply as cited in the Final Office action pages 4-5. Hind's "map" could be considered to be a filter and is chosen based on the 
functionality according to the "signature". Thus, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant suggests (pages 9-10) that the Hind reference does not provide a '^filter order". However, Hind's "map" contains "elements" 
which provides an order as suggested by cited passages columns 12:40-47 and 16:34-46. Applicant's argument is not persuasive. 

On pages 10-11, Applicant essentially argues that the references teach away from the invention because "applying flexible 
configurations to transformations (Bowman-Amuah) teaches away from the precise map definitions for applying transfomriations". 
However, Applicant has not provided a citation of the references or any other reason suggesting that a flexible transformation 
configuration should not be used with precise map definitions. Applicant's argument is not persuasive. 
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
